TURN DOWN ARMENIAN 


MANDATE 


WASHINGTON, June 1—The Sen- ] 


ate by an overwhelming vote today 
passed and sent to the House the 
resolution declining to grant Presi- 
dent Wilson's request that Congress 
authoribe a mandate over Armenia. 


The vote was 52 to 23. 
All the negative votes were cast by 


Democrats and 13 Democratic sena- 
tors joined the solid Republican line- 
up in favor of the resolution. 
The 


Democrats voting for adoption were: 
Heckman, Kentucky; 
Chambeilam, 


Oregon; Dial, South Carolina; Gerry, 
Rhode Island; Harris, Georgia; My- 
ers, Montana; Nugent, Idaho; Pom- 
erene, Ohio; Reed, Missouri; Shields, 
Tennessee; Smith, Georgia; Thomas, 
Colorado; Walsh, Massachusetts. 


The Senate also voted down, 41 to 


24, an amendment by Senator Hitch- 
cock (Dem.) of Nebraska, to author- 
ize creation of an international com- 
mission to supervise Armenian econ- 
omic rehabilitation.
